STREET ACCIDENTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—The offensive against the harmless, 

necéssary pedestrian and the harmless cyclist 
—twe., agaist’ 99% of the popalation—s, | 
observe, well maintained in the publication 
of the annual statistics of causes of accidents. 
As these figurés are made the basis of the 
attempt t6 drive ordinary folk off their own 
streets; will you allow me to point out that 
they are completely worthless ’ : 
In the first place,.the function of statistics 
is a rigidly lirhited one. Its function is to 
deal. with: facts. Statistics with. regard to 
the number of accidents, the participants in 
accidents, the. killed and wounded in 
accidents, the busy hour in accidents, are, use- 
ful and legitimate, but when; as in the pplice 
figures, they go on from facts and profess to 
show causes, they go outside their function. 
The causes of ‘accidents are purely matters of 
evidence, and statisitcs cannot deal jrith 
mattérs of evidence. The inferences dfawn 
from the. figures of facts are, therefore, 
worthless and «misleading. : 

In the second place, the evidence mpon 
which the police tabulation of causes is Qased 
is insufficient. Of the accidents which 
happen, not one in -ten is actually observed 
by the.Garda who makes the teport. | in 
nine cases out of. ten he has his back turned, 
or he is some distance away, doing his point 
duty or other job, when he hears a crash or 
a tumult. He turns round and sees a cupwd, 
and” goes over, note-book in hand. .The

THE SLAUGHTER OF BULLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE LRISH TIMES. 

Sra.— Your Agricultural Correspondent, in 
his report of the Royal Dublin Society’s sales, 
mentions s matter which has - been. quite 
evident to a large number of breeders for 
some years--the export of well-bred young 
bulls fot slaughter. Hundreds of these go 
from the spring sales annually for the 
butcher's block. In the majority of cases 
there is no comparison between these animals 
and the bulk of those licensed through the 
country. Would it not be possible for the 

artment of Agriculture to have these 
balls retained in the country, for the good 
of the Live Stock Breeding Act, by selecting 
down to a certain standard, and buying them 
in by weight—say, five shillings per cwt. 
more than the butcher's price? This would 
mean about an average of two pounds a head 
mote ‘than their commercial value, which I 
would consider a good investment for the 
country. 

if we take the average of forty calves 
bred from every bull, it amounts only to one 
shilling a head, and I feel sure that they 
could be placed with advantage through the 
country. With the export of these, and the 
unlimited export of our good breeding heifers 
visible at any of the ports—particularly the 
southern ones—the Live Stock Breeding Act 
is losing a large amount of its power for the 
betterment of the country’s live stock.—

The 
compensation paid by the Irish Free State 
in 1924 was not’ half sufficient to meet the 
liability. imposed on the company. Twenty- 
five years ago it was poin out that ten 
of the small. lines were not paying their 
working expebses and twenty-fwo lines were 
a burden on the baronial guarantees. 

The direttors have had & very difficult 
and worrying task t» work the lives, so as to 
pay any dividend at all. the hearty co 
operation of the shareholders is now required 
to obtain fair treatment and a release from 
all the restrictions that’ prevent the «om- 
pany from competing on fair terms with fhe 
motor lorries working for hire.—-Youra, etc.,

Juries in France. 


The French Minister for Justice has 
approved an important reform in criminal 
law. Hitherto a person charged with 
murder in France, as a rule, has escaped 
any sort of punishment, if he has been able 
to show that his action could be classed as 
a crime passionel, Juries, aware that the 
legal outcome of a sentence of “ guilty ” 
may be the guillotine, have refused to con- 
vict, and, since French temperament is 
what it is, such procedure has shown no 
tendency to change. The new regulation, 
however, seeks to solve this difficulty by 
an extension of the jury s duties. After 
a conviction the jury will accompany the 
President of the Tribunal and his two 
assessors into the Council Chamber, where 
the twelve jurymen and the three judges 
will decide by ballot the punishment suit- 
able to the crime. According to the Paris 
Correspondent of the Morning Post, the 
first trial under the new code will begin 
to~lay at the Seine Assizes, and the effects 
will be watched with much interest. 
Whether or not the theory that greater 
power will cause juries to be less violent 
in their reactions will prove to be accurate 
in the result remains to be seen. While 
the opportunities which deliberations con- 
cerning sentences must give to faddists 
are manifest, it must be remembered that 
the French are a logical people, and 
accordingly are less prone to sentiment 
than are the inhabitants of these islands. 
On the other hand, a great lack of 
uniformity is certain to arise, and, no 
doubt, criminals soon will be careful te 
commit their crimes in that part of France 
where the sentences indicate a lenient 
attitude on the part of the residents. An 
| absolute majority-—eight yotes—will be re- 
quired to determine the punishment.

Then, with only ten feet in 
which to get into normal running again, he 
completed the second hundred yards’ test 
(acceleration) ir 8 minutes and 3-5 seconds, 
his braking at the end of the run being 
equally good... There was little surprise, 
therefore, when later in the day it was 
announced that the team entered by the Motor 
Cycling Club and led by Colonel Lough- 
borough had won the team prize, the other 
members .of the trio being Donald Healey 
(Invicta) and Raymond Ray (Rover). Thirty- 
seven teams had entered for the trophy. In 
addition to these triumphs, Colonel Longh- 
berough won The Motor Cup for the best 
performance in flexibility and brake tests. 


OUTSTANDING CARS. 


Apart from such an individual performance. 
however, the full result of the rally showed 
that, under ihe rules of the competition, and 
as far as reliabilitv, flexibility, safety and 
speed were concerned, half a dozen makes of 
car had it all their own way. Of these, 
perhaps. the most notable were the Arm- 
strove-Siddelev’s and the Riley's. Nine of 
the first-named started—one from each of the 
nine controls—and three of these carried off 
the Caps or trophies offered, irrespective of 
class, for the car making the finest perform- 
ance from its individual starting point. Ont 
of the 341 starters, Armstrong-Siddeley's, in 
addition, finished fourth, sixth and eleventh 
in the rally, while in the concours d'elegance 
which followed they obtained two firsts, a 
second and a third, as well as being setand 
in the running for the mír d'honneur for 
the Class 1 champion car of the rally. 

The Riley cars, though competing generally 
in the competition “íor. smaller vehiries, 
covered “themselves with honour. taking first, 
second, fourth. fifth and sixth places in Class 
2. as well as third place in Class 1. Among 
the Riley prize winners was Mr. A. H. 
Wilkinson, of Belfast, competing as a repre- 
sentative of the Ulster Automobile Club. 


ALI-BRITISH TRIUMPH. 


Apart from these, manv individual cars put 
up remarkably fine performance. and when 
the results were announced, and it became 
known that British-made cars had won every 
award in the rally, the enthusiasm of the 
crowd broke out, and cheering and clapping 
continued for many minutes. Never, 
outside the motor show have so many beauti- 
fal and wonderful cars been brought together 
in England. Many of them, straight from 
the factories and employing the latest de- 
tails in design and mechanism, were seen by 
the public for the first time. One car which 
created much amusement on the run had a 
dashboard fitted with organ stops, and hidden 
mechanism, which, operated from the engine, 
played a tune whenever the driver pressed his 
electric horn. Chopin's “ Funeral March ™ 
thus plaved in a traffic block in one of Tor- 
quays busiest streets caused. roars of 
laughter. 

A remarkable feature oí the contest was 
that almost all the successful cars in the 
slow-running and acceleration tests i 
either fuid fiywheels as past oí their 
mechanism or various devices io secure 
“clutch-slip.” While there to be 
much difference of opinion as to the ultimate 
value of these jatter ‘‘ gadgets,’’ many ex, 
perienced motorists proffered the opinion that 
another five years would see a complete re: 
volution (and poss bly extimetion) of the pre 
sent gear-box. Apart from mechanism, how- 
ever, the greatest interest seenitd to he 
shown in coachwork and body design. Many 
of the cars were finished in startling hues 
and built on unorthodox lines. 


THE FEMININE TOUCH. 


It was evident, too. that women dtivers— 
who did remarkably well in the severe test 
over the 1,000 miles—had not forgotten their 
feminine sense of colour and line. Many of 
them wre clothes whese tone blended with that 
of their vehicles, and in the. case of Miss 
Paddy Naismith and her two ‘sisters—who, 
having survived a bad crash in their stan- 
dard Avon, later took first place in their 
section of the coachwork competition—their 
bright yellow Teddy bear coats, yellow stock- 
ings, green scarves and shoes toned perfectly 
with their primrose and applé-coloured 
vehicle.

CELTIC. EVANGELISATION OF 
) EUROPE. 
In the fourth of his Lenten Jectures on “St. 


Patrick aud the Church he founded,” in the 


Church oí St. Francis Xaxier, Gardiner street, 
Dublin, “yesterday, the Rev. P. J. Gannon, 
8.J., dealt with St. Columba, or Columkille, 
and his successors, Columkille, said the lecturer, 
was & principal agent in ope of the greatest 
events the world had ever seen—namély, the 
conversion of the Northern nations. The 
pious ambition of their ancient saints was 
not content with the confines of the British 
Isles. Columbanus and his twelve apostles 
quitted Bangor for the Continent towards the 
end of the sixth century, They were not the 
first to do so. Long before Bangor or Iona 
Irishmen were found in Armorica, the modern 
Brittany, working as apostles, and 
canonised by the memory of the people. In- 
deed, the Churches of Ireland, Wales and 
Armorica were so united that the story of 
their relations was very involved and difficult 
to unravel, 

With Columbanus, however, began Celtic 
evangelisation of Europe on the grand scale. 
He was to Gaul, Switzerland and Northern 
Italy something like what Columba was to 
Scotland and Northern Enzland, but his fame 
suffered a long eclivse in his native land, 
where he was partially forgotten or, perhaps, 
confused with Columba through similarity of 
names. 

Columbanus and his twelve apostles, how- 
ever, were Only the vanguard of a whole 
army of men famous alike for learning and 
holiness which pone out from Ireland and 
spread over Western Europe during the 
seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth centuries.

OOKMAKERS attending the Shelbourne 
B Park greyhound meeting came in cun- 
flict with the management. on Satur- 

ay. 

The trouble arose when the bookmakers, on 
entering the ground, were asked to sign a 
form agreeing not to- bet on the rails, where 
they had been in the habit of betting since 
the inception of greyhound racing, They 
refused to give the undertaking; and re- 
mained outside, where there was a large force 
of Civic Guards. 

The management announced that anyone 
who wished to bet in the second ring—the 
shilling enclosure—could do so, and that he 
would get a ticket that would admit him 
any day next week. Betting afterwards went 
on as usual, except in the ring, where there 
were no spectators. 


THE BOOKMAKERS’ CASE. 


The following statement was issued after- 
wards by the Irish Bookmakers’ Protection 
Association :— 

“ To-night the Shelbourne Greyhound Rac- 
ing Company refused admission to the hook- 
makers who usually operate in the chief en- 
closure. The trouble arose through the action 
of the company in shifting the bookm#err 
from their usual pitches to a space situate 
at the extreme far énd (Sandymount side) of 
the enclosure, approximately sixty yards from 
the parade ring. 

“ iomédiately opposite to where the book- 
makers bave been in the habit of working,” 
the statement continued, “the company 
have. erected a row of ‘tote’ offices and 
windows for a space of over 35 yards. We 
claim that such alterations as proposed are 
advantageous to the ‘tote’ to the practical 
exclusion of the bookmakets, and this, wé 
claim, is not only unfair, but unreasonahle.” 

Tt was forther stated that the Association 
appealed not only to the public, but to the 
grevhound owners, to stipport them in their 
efforts to maintain their rights. 


COMPANY’S STATEMENT. 


The National Grevhound Racing Co., Lid., 
Shelbourne Park, Dublin, in a statement, 
said that it had been decided at the close of 
the 1931 season to alter the positions of the 
bookmakers’ pitches with a view to the better 
comfort of patrons. 

On the 22nd February, 1932, the statement 
added, the company issued notice to the book- 
makers, setting out the new position of 
pitches. 

At the date of opening (Wednesday, 2nd 
March). no. intimation of any kind had bean 
received from the bookmakers suegesting dís: 
satisfaction with the changed position. 

Last Wednesday night, the bookmakers, on 
arrival, conformed to the new position, but 
before the start of the first race they pro. 
ceeded, in defiance of the management. to 
occupy and retain positions along the track 
canopy. 

“ Before the bookmakers left Shelbourne 
Park on Wednesday night they were notified 
individnally, by letter, that unless, and until 
ihevy undertook to conform to the new 
position, they would not be admitted to the 
premises. Up to the present no bookmaker 
has intimated. his intention to cofform to 
the new position. 

“The bookmakers in the unreserved enclo-
